Germany will renew to the United 
States her pledges that non-resisting 
passenger vessels will not be sunk by 
submarines 
without warning, unless 


the ships are armed. 


German 
troops 
have 
captured 


French trenches on a 870-yard front, 
east of Souchez. Paris says the Ger- 
man attack v/as made by 7000 men 
and was accompanied by heavy loss. 
Artillery activity is reported from Ver- 
dun and the Champagne region. 


The Zeppelin LZ-77 was brought to 


earth by the French, 125 miles north- 
east of Paris while on its way to at- 
tack the French capital, and thirty 
men aboard it were killed in the fall.' 


Russian troops are advancing on a 


200-mile frcnt in the Caucssus regi-n 
and expect to take Trebizond without 
opposition. 
Petrograd now fixes the 


Turkish loss in the capture of Erze- 
rum at 40,000 killed, wounded and 
captured. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Future diplomatic relations between 


this country and Germany are said 
to depend upon Germany's willingness 
to grant the American demands in the 
submarine warfare controversy, and 
upon the willingness of this govern- 
ment to discuss defensive armament 
of ships. 


The crown prince's troops have 


begun fierce attacks near Verdun, in 
the Woevre district, and in AJlsace, 


j and, according to Berlin despatches, 


I have made gains in each field of ac- 


j tion. It is asserted that the French 
line on the heights of the Meuse have 
been driven back nearly a mile. 


Italian forces have taken several

THURSDAY. 


The German drive for possession of 


Verdun 
continues. 
Berlin

! of Brabant, Haumont and Samogneux, 
and the entire district north and north- 
east of Beaumont, near Verdun, and 
says a French advance post south of 
Metz has been taken. , Paris admits 
Serman gains, but asserts that Beau- 
mont and Samogneux remain in the 
French possession. 


Party lines are said to have been 


wiped out in the Russian Duma, and 
all factions are said to be united for 
the prosecution of the war. Petrograd 
reports violent artillery operations 
near Dvinsk and Riga. 
Berlin an- 


nounced the repuflse of a Russian at- 
tack near Tarnopol, Galicia. 


A German prize crew on the British 


ship Westburn landed 206 prisoners 
taken 
from Allied merchant ships 


which have been sunk supposedly by 
the commerce raider Moewe, at Tene- 
riffe. 
Afterward the Germans sank 


the Westbum outside the harbor. 


Thirtynsix 
German 
and 
Austrian 


ships in Lisbon harbor, were seized by 
orders of a Portuguese naval com- 
mander, and the Portuguese flag was 
run up on them. 


FRIDAY. 


T'.ie German drive in France has 


-"si'lted in the taking of Beaumont, 
:iortli of Verdun and more than 10,000 
prisoners. Benlin reports indicate that 
t!ie German Hues are within four and 
a half miles of Verdun. 
Paris says 


the French line has not been broken, 
and that in the center, immedi-itoo 
defending Verdun, it has held fast. 


Durazzo is reported under siege by 


the Anstrians, the Italian and Alba- 
nian forces having been forced 1-ark 
to the first line of defense. Essa i 
Pasha, commander of the Albanians, 
has gone to Italy.

The Ber- 
lin war office announces that the forti- 
fied works of Hnrdamount was taken 
by storm as well as two other posi- 
tions, and that five attempts by the 
French to recapture Douaumont were 
repulsed with heavy loss. Over 1f>,nno 
unwounded prisoners were captured. 


The French war office does not ad- 


mit the capture of Douaumont, and 
declares what gains the Germans have 
made they are holding with difficulty.

ARMED SHIPS 


Germany Won't Recognize Arms 


on Vessels For Defense, 


1,0 DELAY IN U-BOAT POLICY 


Promises 
U. S. to Keep Lusitania 


Pledges, 
But Says 
Vessels With 


Guns Lose Peaceful Character. 


The German 
government, through 


Count von Bernstorff, the ambassador, 
notified Secretary of State Lansing 
that it can conceive no reason for 
changing or postponing the new in- 
structions to submarine commanders 
to treat as warships enemy vessels 
armed "for defense." The instructions 
are to attack such vessels without 
warning. 


In a note which Count von Bernstorff 


gave to Mr. Lansing, it was announced 
that the Berlin government does not 
recognize the existence of such a thing 
as a merchantman armed for defensive 
purposes. 


Assurance is given that Germany 


has no intention 
of revoking the 


pledges given in the Lusitania case, 
which were that non-combatants on 
non-resisting merchantmen 
must be 


protected from peril before the skips 
may be sunk. 


The conference lasted fifteen min- 


utes, and when he departed, the am- 
bassador gave to Mr. Lansing a mem- 
orandum. 


Germany's 
position, 
which 
was 


frankly stated at the conference, is 
that armament of any character is of 
fensive armament so far as merchant 
men are concerned. 


It .is contended that the arming of 


merchant ships for defense is a tra- 
dition rather than a rule of Interna 
tional law. The assertion is made that 
the international code contains no 
specific authority for arming ships, 
and that the practice is from custom 
rather than rule. 


As a result of the conference, the

graver, though there still is i likeli- 
hood that the important points of 
dif- 


ference will be subject to further dip- 
lomatic negotiation.

Bodies Continue Being Washed Ashore 


at Dover—3aay Fojnd Floating on 


Back ic Revived. 


One hundred and fifty persons, fifty- 


live oi' them pajuengers, 
were lost 


when the Peninsular and Oriental line 
steamship Maloja, a 12,500-ton vesse 
bound for Bombay, struck a mine two 
mi'les oft' Dover, England, and sanl< 
within thirty minutes. 


There were 411 passengers and crew 


on the ship, and only 261 are known 
to have been saved. 
Oi' the total of 


119 passengers, sixty-four names of 
the saved have beeen received at the 
staamship company's offices. 
Others 


saved were 112 FJuropeans and eighty- 
five Lascar members of the crew. 


It is announced that an American, 


Ralph Foster, oi' Topoka, Kan., was on 
the ship, but was saved. 


Bodies

ashore and fifty persons have been 
accounted for. 


Among those rescued was a baby, 


warmly clad, which was found floating 
on its back. The child was discover 
ed by a patrol boat, and was taken in 
to the engine room. After being warm 
ed, it smiled at its rescuers and seem- 
ed none the worse for tlie immersion. 
Nineteen of the passengers on board 
were children. 


Among the dead, It is announced, 


was the wife eof General McLeod, of 
tbe British army. 


The Maloja had just passed Admi- 


ralty pier, at Dover, and was oppo: 
site Shakespeare Cliff, when an ex- 
plosion shook her from end to end. 
She listed immediately to port. High 
seas were running, and the captain, 
realizing that great damage had been 
done to the alter part of his vessel, 
tried to run her ashore, but the engine 
room was swamped and the ship be- 
came unmanageable. 


The plight oi' the vessel was observ- 


ed and dozens of craft went at full 
speed to her rescue. 
One of them 


the British tank steamship Empress oi 
Fort Williams, of 2181 tons, stnnK 
another mine and sank nearby, one ci 
the crew being drowned. 


Aboard the Maloja everything pos 


sible was dene to get the passen-?erh 
and crew off. All the boats ha:l boen 
swung out before she struck, as a pre 
caution against accident. 


Boat after boat and a number oi 


rafts were sent away, but several per 
sons leaped into the water and were 
picked up by surrounding craft. 
I 


was at first thought all had been sav 
ed, but later bodies 
were 
washed 


ashore and their number was gradu 
ally added to. 


It is assumed that the Maloja and 


the Empress of Port Williams wer 
victims of a fresh sowing of German 
mines. There Is much speculation as 
to how these mines could have been 
laid. The theory most frequently ad- 
vanced is that a certain class of neu- 
tral shipping was employed.

U. S. Protectorate. 


The senate unanimously ratified the 


treaty with Hayti, under which the 
United States assumes a protectorate 
over

turbulent island republic, 


taking over control of its finances and 
police, guaranteeing its territorial in- 
tegrity and undertaking to develop its 
resources. 


The treaty already has "been approv- 


ed by the Haytian congress, and its 
terms virtually are in operation under 
the eye of a strong American marine 
expedition.

to treat as warships enemy vessels 
armed “for defense." The instructions 
aro to attack such vessels without 
warning. 
In a note which Count von Bernstorff

Bodies Continue Being Washed Ashore 
at Dover—Bany Found Floating on 
Back ic Revived. 


One hundred and fifty persons, fifty 
five of them passengers, 
were 
los 
when tho Peninsular and Oriental line 
steamship Maloja, a 12,500-ton vesse 
bound for Bombay, struck a mine two 
mi'les off Dover, England, and sanl 
within thirty minutes. 
There were 411 passengers and crew 
on the ship, and only 261 are known 
to have been saved. 
Of the total of 
119 passengers, sixty-four names of 
the saved have beeen received at tho 
staamship company's offices. 
Others 
saved were 112 Europeans and eighty 
five Lascar members of the crew. 
It is announced that an American, 
Ralph Foster, of Topeka, Kan., was on 
the ship, but was saved. 
Bodies 
continue 
to 
be 
washed 
ashore and fifty persons have been 
accounted for. 
Among those rescued was a baby, 
warmly clad, which was found floating 
on its back. 
The child was discover­ 
ed by a patrol boat, and was taken in­ 
to the engine room. After being warm­ 
ed, it smiled at its rescuers and seem­ 
ed nono the worse for the immersion. 
Nineteen of the passengers on board 
were children. 
Among tho dead, it is announced, 
was the wife eof General McLeod, of 
the British army. 
The Maloja had just passed Admi* 
ralty pier, at Dover, and was oppo; 
site Shakespeare Cliff, when an ex­ 
plosion shook her from end to end. 
She listed immediately to port. High 
seas were running, and tho captain, 
realizing that great damage had been 
done to the alter part of his vessel, 
tried to run her ashore, but the engine 
room was swamped and the ship be­ 
came unmanageable. 
The plight of the vessel was observ­ 
ed and dozens of craft went at full 
speed to her rescujo. 
One of them, 
the British tank steamship Empress oi 
Fort Williams, of 21 SI tons, struck 
another mine and sank nearby, one cl 
the crew being drowned. 
Aboard the Maloja everything pos 
sible was done to got tho passengers 
and crew off. All the boats had been 
swung out before she struck, as a pre­ 
caution against accident. 
Boat alter boat and a number of 
rafts were sent aw&y, but several per­ 
sons leaped into the water and v/ere 
picked up by surrounding craft. 
It 
was at first thought all had been sav­ 
ed, but later bodies 
were 
washed 
ashore and their number was gradu* 
ally added to. 
It is assumed that the Maloja and 
the Empress of Fort Williams were 
victims of a fresh sowing of German 
mines. There is much speculation as 
to how these mines could have been 
laid. 
The theory most frequently ad* 
Yanced is that a certain class of neu­ 
tral shipping was employed.

KILLING ANTS WITH CANNON 


Only Way Known to Kill Off Destruc- 


tive Littlv, Warrior Insects Com- 


mon to South Africa. 


It is hard to imagine big guns kill* 


ing anything except men and horses. 
In South Africa and other tropical 
counties, however, they are used to kill 
ants—the termites, or warrior ants. 
These ants are highly organized. They 
live in a republic of their own, and 
are divided into classes of workmen, 
soldiers and queens. 


The workmen construct the huge 


nests, the soldiers defend them and 
kegp order, and the females, or queens, 
are cared 1'or by all the others. 


The ant heaps of theso particular 


ants are often twenty feet high and 
pyrarcldal in shape. Cattle climb up- 
on them without crushing them. A 
dozen men can find shelter In some of 
their chambers, and native hunters 
often He In wait inside them when out 
after wild animals—after the nests 
have been deserted, of course. 


The ants construct galleries which 


are as wide as the bore of a large 
cannon, and which run three or four 
feet underground. If we built bouses 
as big in proportion, a workingman 
would live in a dwelling as Dig as a 
pyramid of Egypt.

Crossbred Yaks to Feed Alaskans. 
No brood of dairy or beef 
f attic 


has as yet been found hardy enough 
Lo stand the winters in the interior 
of Alaska without excessive expense 
for food and protection against cold. 
As a result milk sells for 50 cents a 
quart and the beef that is consumed 
in the country consists almost wholly 
of cold storage meat brought from the 
outside. The Journal of Heredity says 
(hat the Alaska Experiment station 
has undertaken to relieve this situa- 
tion by crossing the hardy Scotch 
Galloway cattle with the yak, an Asiat- 
ic ox much used by Mongolians, Tibet- 
ans, etc., for milk and meat as well 
as work. 


The yak pastures through the win- 


ter under the open sky in Siberia and 
obtains feed from last year's gras« flue 
from under the snow. Crosses of tl>£ 
yak with domestic cattle are common 
ia Asia and highly successful. 


Bear Caught In City. 


A fat black bear, weighing nearly 


400 pounds, was trapped and killed on 
the edge of the city limits near Cowen 
park, according to a dispatch from Se- 
attle, and about one and a half miles 
from the university. 


The downfall of bruin was brought 


about by two unknown men, who sold 
the bear while it was in the trap to 
A. Lampaert, a butcher of Redmond, 
for $20. According to the men who 
trapped the animal, it had established 
Its headquarters on the hill near the 
Cowen Park ravine, and had appar- 
ently decided to spend the winter 
there. 


The bear was in prime condition 


and had evident1/ found the back 
yards of Cowen Park residents fine 
foraging grounds.

er Printing Company of which he was 
elected President and General Manager. 
He was secretary of the Hanover Agricul- 
tural Society from 18S4 to 1909. On the 
first day of the fair in 1909 he was strick- 
en down from overwork on the

grounds. His health failed during the 
past year, but he did not take to his bed 
until last Friday. He was director of 
the Hanover Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, Treasurer of McAllister Council No. 
980 Royal Arcanum, director Hanover 
Trust Company and secretary -of the 
board. In 1867 he was marriod to Miss 
Louisa Vandersloot, daughter of Dr. F. E.

May Be Confronted

TRUNK REVEALS 
MURDER MYSTERY 


Workmen's Pick Uncovers Hidden 


Crime More Than a 


Year Old. 


BURIED !N QUICKLIME 


With Identification of Body as That of 


Man Missing Many Months, Former 


Employee Is Placed Under 


Arrest. 


Philadelphia. — A workman who 


drove his pick into a wooden box 
buried in the cellar of an old building 
that was being razed in this city, un- 
covered a hidden mystery. The box 
was carried out and broken open. In 
It was a brass-bound trunk and in 
the trunk was the body of a man part- 
ly destroyed by quicklime. The body 
had also been covered with strips of 
leather, which had been soaked in 
acid to hasten the work of decay and 
destruction. 


Within a short time the police of 


the city had established the identity 
of the murdered man. From the teeth. 
a partly destroyed notebook and a few 
remnants of clothing, the body was 
recognized as that of Daniel J. Mc- 
Nichol, aged 25, who had disappeared 
from his home on March 30, 3914. Mc- 
Nichol was in the leather business 
and had for his foreman Edward J. 
Kclley, who, after the failure of the 
leather concern, opened a laundry in 
the building Under which the body of 
McNicliol was found. 


Quarrel Led to Killing 


There had been financial transac- 


tions between McNicliol and Kelley 
and it is the theory of the detectives 
that the men quarreled in the office 
of the leather company on March CO, 
and that Kelley struck down his um- 
ployer, placed his body in tho trunk 
and took tho latter in his wagon to 
the building where the laundry wa 
opened up the next day. About the time 
of McNichol's disappearance, Kelley 
was seen at work excavating a hole 
in the cellar of his new place of busi- 
ness. He said he was digging a place 
for a furnace. 


Following the discovery of the body,

AN ACTIVE RULER 


Rises Early and Pnts In Twelve 


Hours of Work. 


MEALTIME IS MADE MERRY. 


All Governmental Affaire Are Tabooed 


When Royal Family la Eating, and 
Time le Pawed In a Jovial Manner. 
Always Praya Before Retiring After 
Strenuous Day. 


Petrdgrad. — The czar of Russia, 


to whom few Americans hare had the 
opportunity of speaking, save diplo- 
matists, Is one of the busiest rulers in 
Europe. 


He rises at 7 o'clock after about sev- 


en hours of sleep and then puts in ten 
or twelve hours of work, and no fewer 
than four hours of these are spent 
alone. About six hours are given to 
meals and relaxation with the family. 
No governmental affairs are allowed to 
be discussed during mealtime, and the 
czar, czarina and the children Indulge 
In merry talk. 


Before 0 the czar has finished his 


modest breakfast and begun his daily 
•work. He reads the newspapers, tele-

.grama and other information presented 
to him and makes a note of all inter- 
esting matter. The time from 10 to 11 
'o'clock Is assigned to, walking, but 
nearly always from 10 to half past 10 
o'clock he receives the reports of the 
officials of his^household or gives spe- 
sclal audiences to dignitaries or men 
who interest him, 4iyJ, only during the 
,tlme until 11 o'.clQCk does he walk 
alone or with his son, accompanied by 
two Scotch hounds. At 11 o'clock he 
returns to the-palace and tests the food 
of his infantry regiment or of his body- 
guard. A sample of the soldiers' food 
in a locked stewpan is brought to him 
by the chief noncommissioned officer 
of the regiment. After the test of the 
food the reports of the ministers be- 
gin, lasting until luncheon. 


The luncheon is informal. There he 


meets his family for the first time in 


• the day. Sometimes the officers of the 
suit on duty that day arc invited. Aft- 
' er luncheon the emperor receives offi- 
cials and deputies, and from 4 to 5 
o'clock 'he,walks, drives, rides on a bi- 
cycle or canoes and goes bonting with 
his son or with his daughters and the 


, empress. From C to 8 o'clock he works 
again in his study. From S to half 


• past 9 he dines with his family, and 


from that time to 12 or half past he 
works again. He never rests during 
the day. yet keeps cheerful and unwea- 
ried. Sometimes, when he finishes his 
task earlier than usual, he reads to the 
empress at her evening tea. Before 
going to bed he prays. 


On the eve of holy days the czar goes 


to the evening church services at half 
past 7 o'clock, and on holy days he 
goes to mass at 11. The rest of the 
time on holy days he works as on week 
days. 


Possessing an excellent memory and 


a clear, method of thinking, the czar 
writes in a clear hand, quickly and 
without erasures. His thoughts are ex- 
pressed simply and briefly; he does not 
like loog phrases and foreign words. 


The cur receives thousands of per- 


sons during the course of a year. His 
speeches to deputations are always 
short, simple and hearty. "I never pre- 
pare my speeches in advance," said he, 
"but after a prayer to God I speak as 
It comes." 


At the greater part of receptions the 


visitors stand, but venerable persons 
are invited to his study to sit down. 
After audiences in Tsarkoe Selo and 
Peterhof the visitors are treated to 
luncheon. The ministers have special 
days for their reports, the duration of 
each being fixed in advance. The audi- 
ences of private persons with the em- 
peror ordinarily last from three to 
four minutes.

SITS OVER COURT 


AT TWENTY-SIX 


Probate Judge of Tribunal He 


First Saw as Orphan. 


WAS SENT TO INSTITUTION. 


Fred M. Breen of Michigan, Believed to 


Be Youngest Probate Judge In United 
States, Received 25 Cents a Day For 
Firet Job—Worked Diligently and 
Givee Recipe For Succeee. 


Cadillac, Mich.—Sixteen years ago 


Wexford county's probate judge dis- 
posed of Fred M. Breen, a ten-year-old 
boy, whose greatest misfortune had 
been the death of his parents, leaving 
him without home or funds. 


The same youth, now a young man, 


recently took the oath of office as judge 
of the same court that just a few years 
ago sent him to a state institution, he 
being the youngest probate judge in 
the United States, it is believed. 


A. year following his disposition by 


the court he returned to Cadillac, a 
man there desiring to give, him a home 
and a chance. 


He worked in factories, studying 


nights, desiring to show his apprecia- 
tion to the man who had picked him 
up. His wages were small—but 25 
cents a day—and the work of carrying 
water to several hundred mill hands 
was not as pleasant as might be. 


By doing chores for anybody who 


would hire him, he completed the pub- 
lic school course, graduating as class 
'valedictorian. 


Not being satisfied with a high school 


education, he took a course at a busi- 
ness college at Big Rapids. Securing a 
position as stenographer In a lawyer's 
office, he began to study law In his 
spare time, finally passing the exam- 
ination for admission to the bar, with 
papers so good he was excused from 
the oral examination. He was elected 
circuit court commissioner and ap- 
pointed United States commissioner. 


Mr. Breen handled his own campaign. 


He did not berate his opponents, one 
being another attorney and one the 
sheriff. 


Walking through the county, he 


talked with every rural voter. At times 
he ate but two meals a day, and some- 
times he slept in barns. 


For three months he campaigned, 


and when the primary vote was count- 
ed he had 1,100 votes more than his 
nearest opponent and was elected by 
a comfortable majority. 


Judge Breen's recipe for success such 


as his has been is a simple one: "Mind 
your own business, let people talk, hear 
when you listen, see when you look 
and stick to a thing until you get 
there."
